TPAlISiilSSIOE  OE  PACIEIC  SHIP  PPjPOPTS  BY  TELE¬ 
TYPE  AIID  PAD  10  UHDER  THE  SIX-KOUPJLY  AIRWAY 

SYSTEM 


It  has  heen  recognized  for  some  time  that  axlditiona.l  ship  re¬ 
ports  from  the  Pacific  a^rea.  uould  oe  of  value  in  airuap  forecasting 
s,nd  map  work  at  practically  all  sta.tions  in  the  uestern  ’uilf  of  the 
United  States.  Under  the  six-hourly  s;.''stGm,  "beginning  May  1,  1935, 
a.dditiona.1  time  will  he  available  on  the  teletype  circuits  and  for 
this  reason  it  becomes  practicable  to  make  a  considerable  increase 
in  the  nijjnber  of  Pacific  ship  reports  relayed  by  this  means.  Be¬ 
ginning  that  da, to,  therefore,  all  ship  reports  received  Ait  the 
Weather  Bureau  foreca^st  center  at  San  Erancisco,  Ca,lif.,  from  ships 
east  of  a  line  draicn  southward  along  the  great  circle  from  the  point 
where  the  180th  meridio.n  intersects  with  the  Aleutian  Islands  to  and 
southward  of  the  HaiYaiian  Islands,  ivill  be  place-!,  on  the  telet;;’pe  cir¬ 
cuits  there  and  relayed  to  a.11  stations  on  t  eletj^e  circuits  v/cst 
of  Chicago,  Kansas  CitjT-  and  Murfreesboro,  (the  stations  na,med  will 
-also  receive  these),  during  the  periods  of  0912-0919,  1921-0924, 
1016-1019,  1021-1024,  2112-2119,^2121-2124,  2215-2219  and  2221-2224, 

E.  S,  T.,  daily. 


The  reports  will  be  tracismitted  in  the  same  figure  code  used 
heretofore.  (An  expla.natiori  of  this  code  \7'ill  be  found  in  Weat'ner 
Bureau  publication  llo.  1046  which  can  be  obtained  from  the  Central 
Office  upon  request.)  However,  at  present  it  is  the  practice  to 
send  only  the  latitude  and  longitude  for  indicating  the  position  of 
the  ship  from  which  the  report  is  received.  Objections  to  this 
ha<,ve  arisen  from  the  fact  that  it  was  not  possible  to  tra-cc  the  in¬ 
dividual  ships  from  day  to  day,  A'uth  the  result  that  the  direction  of 
trcO-vel  of  the  ships  was  not  known,  thus  larg^Ay  nullifying  the  value 
of  pressure  c'oange  data,  from  them,  and  leaving  the  official  prepa.ring 
maps,  forecasts,  etc.,  without  Icnowledge  of  instrumental  errors,  etc., 
that  may  affect  the  data  in  any  particula.r  report.  In  order  to  ob- 
vicate  this,  the  follow'ing  S3^3tem  of  indicating  the  ships  in  the 
Pacific  from  vh.ich  reports  are  received  will  be  used,  beginning  May 
15,  1935.; 


1.  The  ship  will  be  given  a  letter  corresyondin,?;  to  the 
initial  letter  in  its  na.me,  e.  g.  "A"  i'or  names  beginning  with  that 
letter,  "B"  for  na,mes  beginning  ’/ith'  that  letter,  etc. 


2.  Eollowing  this  letter  '.vithout  spa.ce  or  oblique  w'ill  be  a 
figure,  "I",  or  "2”,  or  "3",  etc.,  arbitrarily  c?.ssi,gned  to  that  ship 
for  purposes  of  identification.  As  v'ill  be  seen  from  the  follov.Ung 
list,  the  assignment  of  figures  there  corresponds  to  the  alphabetical 
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order  of  tlie  naraeo ,  but  as  will  be  seen  from  v/hat  follows,  this  will 
not  remain  the  case  in  the  future. 

3.  A'r'ter  o  letter/f iguro  designotcr  ho.s  once  been  assigned  to 
a  ship,  it  will  never  be  used  for  another  ship.  This  rule  .applies 
even  in  cases  ’"here  it  is  iiuona  txi£xt  reports  are  no  longer  to  be 
received  from  the  ship  to  v.liich  it  originally  ^7as  assigned, 

4,  If  reports  are  received  from  a  ship  not  o.lready  listed, 
the  forecast  center  at  San  Francisco  :;ill  indicate  th;at  it  is  a  new 
ship  by  entering  the  full  nome  of  the  ship  follo’ced  by  a  design-'’ tor 
made  up  of  the  first  letter  of  the  name  of  the  ship  end  the  next 
unused  figure  in  the  list  under  that  letter.  For  e::o.mple,  if  reports 
were  begun  from  a.  ship  not  previously  listed,  the  name  of  'vhich  was 
"Dover",  n/nd  the  last  number  previously  assigned  to  a  "D"  ship  r/as 

18,  the  heading  of  the  report  would  be  "Dover  D19 - ".  The 

designator  so  assigned  would  thereafter  always  appl^*  to  that  ship 
and  the  name  ’./ould  not  be  repeated  in  later  transmissions . 

A  complete  list  of  oAl  the  ships  from  which  reports  may  be  re¬ 
ceived  will  be  maintained  at  all  stations  using  the  ship  reports, 
corrections  thereto  sent  out  from  San  Francisco  to  be  made  currently 
as  received.
